CHIROPRACTIC. Initiative Act 

Creates Board of Chiropractic Ex­ 
aminers, appointed by Governor and 
paid from receipts under act; pre­ 
scribes powers and duties thereof; 
prohibits practice of chiropractic 
without license therefrom, authoriz­ 
ing issuance' thereof to certain chi­ 
ropractic graduates and establish­ 
ing prerequisites of study and other 
conditions to such issuance; .pro­ 
vides for revocation of such licen­ 
ses; declares chiropractic licentiates 
shall observe and be subject to all 
matters pertaining to public health, 
shall sign death certificates and 
make reports required by law; pre­ 
scribes penalties and repeals con­ 
flicting legislation.
